A tine lead of plumbago 
was 
discov- 


ered in San Francisco 
Canon by M. A. 


Powell, 
Superintendent 
of Roads, 


while 
constructing 
the 
new 
road 


through 
that cafion. 
Traces of coal, 


quicksilver, antimony, iron and many 
other 
minerals, 
have 
been 
found. 


There 
is probably 
enough limestone 


to supply the whole world'with lime 
in the vicinity of San Fernando. 
The 


grand results that will ensue from this 
great combination of mineral 
wealth 


will yet astonish 
the country. 
The 


first gold discovered iv California was 
by the Spaniards, 
near Lyon Station, 


along 
the Santa 
Clara river.

long time these mines have been over- 
looked, but now they are being devel- 
oped.
